260,483 against Charles S. Whitman. In 
the Presidential campaign, two years 
later, when Governor Miller defeated 
him, he, nevertheless, triumphed in the 
metropolis by 319,875.

The city’s verdict, like the general re- 
sult, was quite plain within two hours 
after the polls closed. From that time 
on it was only a question of adding up 
the figures. 

Mr. Smith himself, dining quietly at 
home with his family, received the news 


calmly, merely remarking that he had 
been in close touch with the trend of 
sentiment right along and the result was 
just what he had expected. 

Charles F. Murphy also said he had 
never had any doubt, but thought that 
independent support had increased ‘Mr. 
Smith’s vote in the city. Then Mr. 
Murphy said a few kind words for the 
Mayor and Mr. Hearst for their ‘‘ sub- 
stantial contribution ’’ to the victory and

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., Nov. 7.— 
J. C. Walton, Mayor of Oklahoma City, 
r| joint nominee of the Farmer-Labor Re- 
construction League and the Democratic 
Party, has been elected the Governor of 
Oklahoma. Walton, after one of the bit- 
terest campaigns ever conducted in Okla- 
homa, defeated John Fields, editor of 
Senator Arthur Capper’s farm paper and 
the Republican nominee. 

The big issue of the campaign waa 
the Shawnee platform, drawn by the 
tenant farmers and union laborers of 
the State. Many of the leaders in the 
Shawnee convention were former lead- 
ers of the Non-Partisan League of 
North Dakota. When Walton refused 
to repudiate the Shawnee platform on 
which he made his campaign in the 
primary and accept a platform drawn 
by a Democratic convention seventy 
thousand Democrats banded together in 
& constitutional Democratic club and 
pledged themselves to support the Re- 
publican nominee. 

Walton was able to overcome this 
defection in the Democfatic ranks 
through the aid of the solid Socialist 
vote and the Republican tenant-farmer 
and union labor vote. 

Miss Alice Robertson, woman Con- 
gressional Representative, will not re- 
turn to Congress next term, on the face 
of incomplete returns from the Second 
District. W. W. Hastings, Democrat, 
defeated by Miss Robertson two years 
ago, was leading her by a good margin.

Feels Condition of Health Does 
Not Justify Keeping Post 
After March 4.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., No¥. 7:—Senator 
Osear W. Utidefwood has advised his 
friends in Birmingham and today con- 
sented to fortial anhotincemént of the 
fact that he will not be a candidate ofr 
leadership of the Democratic minority 
inthe Senate after March 4. 

The condition of his health is given as 
the reason and he feels that in justiée to 
both himself and the party he should re- 
tire from the post of responsibility. 

“I do not want my friends to feel any 
unnecessary alarm about my héalth,” 
said Sehator Underwood, * but I have 
been under tremendous strain during the 
last year. My health has not been of 
the best. The position of leadership re- 


quires such constant attendance that I 
feel in duty to the party that I should 
hot offer myself for re-election. 

‘Phe recent bronchial attack which 
came upon me shortly after reachin 
home has now modified so much that 
am able to be_ up and around, but the 
doctors think I should get away for a 
while, I am accordingly leaving for Pass 
Christian for a week or ten days.” 

The close friends of the Senator wil 
not be surprised that He has decided 
not to be a candidate for the leadership 
after March 4. They have known that 
the bronchitis to which he was subject 
has placed on him an undue strain 
since he insisted on performing the full 
tasks required of a party leader, call- 
ing for practically constant attendance 
at Senate sessions. 

The action will be a disappointment to 
Democratic members of the Senate, for 
there is no question but that the lead- 
ership would be given to Senator Under- 
wood again if he were willifig to serve. 
His present term as leader will not ex- 
piré until March 4. His term as Senator 
from Alabama has four years to run 
from next March. 

Mr. Underwood took a train last night 
for Pass Christian, where he hopes to 
get complete rest for the next week or 
ten days.

BALTIMORE, Nov. 7.—W. Cabell 
Bruce, Democrat, has defeated Senator 
Joseph I. Francs, Republican, for Sen- 
ator, according to complete returns from 
Baltimore City and returns in part from 
the counties. Bruce's majority in the 
city is over 5,000. 

In the southern, western and eastern 
shore counties, with the exception of 
Worcester, Representative Linthicum, 
Democrat, was re-elected in the Fourth 
District and Representative Hill, cham- 
pion of the ‘‘ wets’’ in the last House, 
was re-elected in the Third by two to 
one over Dimarco, Democrat. Both 
these districts are included in Baltl- 
more City. 1t was not expected that

VIEWS ON ELECTION 


Result in This State ‘‘a Grievous 
Popular Blunder,” The 
Tribune Says. 


AMERICAN NOT JUBILANT 


Smith’s “Triumph ts a Triumph of 
Liberalism,” The World 
Declares. 


In one editorial this morning under 
the caption, ‘‘ Governor Miller in De- 
feat,’’ The New York Tribune describes 
the result of the election in this State 
as a “griévous popular blunder.”’ In 
another headed ‘‘ Mr. Smith’s Victory,” 
The Tribune says: 

‘Alfred E, Smith was elected Gov- 
ernor of New York for the second time 
partly because of dissatisfaction with 
the Volstéad law, partly because of dis- 
satisfaction with the Fordney tariff. 
These issues had no bearing on the 
State campaign, but they figured in it 
hone the less. 

‘‘ It is not to be denied, however, that 


Mr. Smith's personality and the ro- 
mance of his rise frum the humblest 
surroundings to important olitical 
place won him many votes. The fact 
that he was known through the length 
and breadth of the State as Al goes 
further toward explaining yesterday's 
returns than any analysis of them. 

“The Governor-elect is once more 
entrusted with a great responsibility. 
His opportunities are vastly inoreased 
by this second election. If he has in 
him the character and independence to 
rise above the political organization 
from which he sprang, to prove, like 
Prince Hal, “better than his word,”’ 
those who supported him will not be 
disappointed. 

‘““One notable fight wilk be set down 
to his credit—the fight at the Syracuse 
convention which rid his party forever 
of the menacing candidacy of William 
R. Hearst. To rid it of Murphy may 
be more difficult for him, but it would 
be almost as great an achievement. 

‘‘As a matter of fact, nothing. could 
bring him more prominently into the 
limelight as a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic Presidential nomination than a 
complete and final break with Tammany 
Hall. 

“The Tribune opposed Mr. Smith’s 
election, believing that Governor Miller 
was a greater administrator and an 
abler public man. But it wishes Mr. 
Smith well, and, like all good citizens, 
hopes that he will make a fearless and 
independent Governor.” 


New York American's View. 


In an editorial based upon the cer- 
tainty of victory indicated by early re- 
turns, the New York American prints 
an editorial entitled, ‘‘ The Call to De- 
mocracy,'’ which says, in part: 


“Tt is not a time for jubilant con- 
gratulation. The responsibility of suc- 
cess is too great and solemn. Which- 
ever side happened to win in this elec- 
tion, or to seem to be moving toward 
continued or renewed power, would pe 
facing the great task of keeping or 
making the old parties acceptable to an 
Increasingly independent electorate. 

‘Partly at least this is due to the in- 
fusion of the stream of women voters. 
They certainly bring a strain of ideality 
to the duties of self-government. And 
this not only because they are women 
but because as new voters they are not 
yet disillusioned regarding the 
djate effectiveness of the mere use of 
the ballot. 

‘Therefore our electorate is more 
watchful than ever, and partisan power 
must more than ever be translated into 


| terms of responsibility and performance, 


‘The Democratic party, if significant- 
ly triumphant, must use its power in 
nation to make its honored 
name the symbol of service to democ- 
racy and to democratic and progressive 
principles.

Soon after Mr. Smith had returnel to 
the Biltmore from Tammany Hall he 
went down to the first floor, where the 
Campaign Committee had engaged the 
large parlor formerly used by the Old 
Colony Club.

IN FRENCH SENATE|

PARIS, Nov. 7.—While women in 
‘America were voting, graybeards in the 
French Senate spent their afternoon dis- 
cussing whether or not the women of 
France were worthy of a like privilege. 

In the Cabinet this morning Premier 
Poincaré had found himself in a minori- 
ty of one on the question. It is thereforee 
without Government support that the 
bill giving women the right to vote on 
equal terms with men is being discussed 
by the Senate, though it passed the 
Chamber two years ago. 

The galleries in the Senate Chamber 
were packed with women when the de- 
bate opened, but to the defense of their 
cause by Senator Louis Martin they 
were inattentive listeners. The usually 
silent upper house was full of rustles 
and whispers, and it was with difficulty 
that the voice of the aged partisan of 
women’s rights could be heard above the 
noise. The atmosphere of the House was 
as perfumed as if it were the first night 
at the opera, for the debate was regard- 
ed as something of a social event. 

In marked contrast to the packed gal- 
leries, the floor of the House remained 
throughout almost empty. It was to a 
bare fourscore'of Senators that M. Louis 
Martin expounded his defense of women 
as a social factor. All the old arguments 
were trotted out on both sides. 

‘*Woman’s hand was made to kiss, not 
to drop a voting paper in a ballot box,” 
was the pronouncement of one opponent 
of the bill. To this M. Martin retorted 
that in private life such gallantry was 
excellent, but that women also had 
brains, instincts and interests which it 
was in the interest of the State they 
should use through the power to vote. 

One of his sayings much appreciated 
in the galleries was this: ‘‘ To be a vir- 
tuous woman demands far finer quali- 
ties than to be a virtuous man.’’ Women, 
too, he said, were far more respectful 
to law than men were... Original statis- 
tics proved that, for it was in countries 


where women had influence that crime 
was least. 


In France the strongest objection to 
the enfranchisement of women always 
has been that they were too much under 
the influence of Catholic clergy, and 
clericalism is still regarded as an enemy 
by the Liberal Republicans. But M. Mar- 
tin had a reply for this argument—the 
Chamber, which was no less Republican 
than the Senate, had not feared to en- 
franchise women, and all labor organ- 
izations were in favor. 

In spite of the eloquence of the Sena- 
tor’s arguments, it seems, however, im- 
had mae that the bill will be carried.

A WOMEN’S WAGE LAW. 
The decision of the District of Co- 
lumbia Court of Appeals that the min- 


imum wage law for the District is in- 
so far as can be 


valid seems to rest, 
gathered from the published extracts 
from Justice VAN ORSsDELL’s opinion, 
general and somewhat curious 
grounds. Laws are for the protection 
of all, not the protection of any special 
class. Yet every statute book contains 
for the protection of special 
classes. Congress gives special ex- 
emptions or privileges to farmers and 
organized labor. The court argues 
that since women are politically equal 
with men they must be treated, in 
effect, as physically and economically 
equal. The readiest answer to that is 
that they are not so treated; that 
laws in regard to their hours and 
terms of labor and so on have been 
passed by the_ Legislatures of many 
States and countries. As to the con- 
stitutional reservation of human rights 
‘“*to the whole people and not to any 
favored class,’’ a series of acts for 
the protection of minors, factory 
workers, railway workers and so on 
testifies that what can’t be done is 
habitually done; and modern legisla- 
tion irresistibly tends toward the be- 
stowal of ‘‘ special " legal protection. 
There has been plenty of argument 
against the economic soundness of 
minimum wage laws, but how does 
that affect the power of Congress to 
pass a minimum wage law for the 
supposed benefit of the working wo- 
men of the District of Columbia? 
There is no question of invading tho 
police power of a State. The District 
is the creation of Congress; it is gov- 
erned in a special manner; there, if 
anywhere, the Federal police power 
must be extensive. Has it not the 
power to pass a minimum wage law? 
Ah, but that is a limitation of the 
freedom of private contract, the court 
tells us, and nobody knows how far 
that limitation may be stretched. 
Well, acts interfering with the rights 
of private contract between employers 
and employés, prescribing, for in- 
stance, the time and mode of payment 
of their wages, have been sustained by 
the courts; and courts in equity will 
give relief from a coercive contract. 
It is the purpose or one purpose of 
minimum wage acts to protect wo- 
men from such coercive contracts.

OUR BIG THREE IN FOOTBALL. 

With Princeton, Yale and Harvard 
preparing to settle, as between them, 
the question of primacy in football, 
the season of the most popular of 
sports draws to an absorbing close. 
When it opened, the wealth of ma- 
terial at Harvard, which included sev- 
eral of the veterans of last year, indi- 
cated a triumph for the Crimson. The 
Haughton system is formidable even 
when there is little else but raw ma- 
terial to work with. Probably it will 
function smoothly year after year, 
provided a coach of FieHpr's capacity 
is available. With such men as BUELL, 
OwEN and Firts as a nucleus, there is 
no knowing how versatile and power- 
ful the Harvard team can be made. 
It did not show a glimpse of its real 
form until the valiant Colonels from 
Centre College were beaten on Oct. 21. 

It was then seen that with the reg- 
ulars on the field Harvard had a scor- 
ing machine of great possibilities. 
That did not mean, however, that 
Harvard was anywhere near its best 
form. Keen-eyed critics detected faults 
that needed correction if Yale and 
Princeton were to be faced with confi- 
dence. As usual, Harvard was strong 
and well-knit on the defense, but its 
attack left a great deal to be desired. 
The game with Dartmouth on Oct. 
28, when the regulars were again in 
line, showed little improvement in 
the offensive, and the defense did not 
always hold. Twice Dartmouth took 
the ball away from Harvard, but was 
defeated by a score of 12 to 3.. Har- 
vard’s tackling was, on the whole, 
good, but often Dartmouth’s was 
harder and surer. In kicking goals 
from the field BuELL and OwmsN were 
dangerous, as they always are. Fhe 


game with Florida last Saturday, won 
by @ score of 24 to 0, was only a test 
of Harvard's second-string men. 

Princeton began the season with 
poor prospects. With scarcely an ex- 
ception, players who were no better 
than Harvard's substitutes had to be 
drilled in fundamentals and licked into 
shape. But these youngsters were 
full of the spirit of Old Nassau, de- 
termined to prove that victory for 
Princeton in the Harvard and Yale 
games was by no means a forlorn 
hope. Yet not until Chicago was de- 
feated on its own gridiron in the last 
quarter by an amazing rally did the 
critics allow Princeton more than a 
sporting chance with either the Crim- 
son or the Blue. It was then realized 
at Cambridge that Harvard must be at 
top form to take the lead and hold it 
against the alert and sturdy Prince- 
tonians. They might have no per- 
fected system, but they would be 
quick to take advantage of fumbles, 
they would be on their toes all the 
time, and in the ‘* aerial” game they 
might give Harvard a great deal of 
trouble. 

Yale was better supplied with ma- 
terial than Princeton when the season 
opened, but, owing to casualties and 
mishaps, the team has been slow in 
rounding into form. It is still far 
from ready for the supreme tests. A 
defeat by Iowa (6 to 0) made the out- 
look dark. The tie game with West 
Point, 7 to 7, was not encouraging. 
Hope revived when Brown, which was 
primed to win, succumbed to a score 
of 20 to 0. Yale’s success, however, 
was due not to general excellence, but 
mainly to the individual work of its 
Quarterback, N®#IDLINGER, who made 
three touchdowns after runs of forty, 
fifty and seventy yards. Yale is not 
dependent upon NEIDLINGER for quar- 
terback strategy; there is at least one 
other sterling player for that posi- 


tion. Yale should have a strong and 
proficient team when the whistle 
blows for the first test against Prince- 
ton. It would be well for the prophets 
not to be too sure about the outcome 
of the season of 1922. 


ENGLISH DIVORCE LAWS. 

The .agitation for a reform of the 
laws of divorce in England has been 
much quickened by recent*events. A 
peculiarly hard case came last week 
before the House of Lords. The 
judgment rendered by Lord BIRKEN- 
HEAD, sitting as Lord of Appeal, 
stated that the decision involved re- 
fusing relief to a woman “ tied for 


“life to a dangerous, violent and 
‘“* homicidal iunatic, after having for 
‘* many years suffered both in body 
‘* and in spirit from his unfaithfulness 
** and his cruelty.” The former Lord 
Chancellor added: ‘‘ To some this 
“may appear a harsh and even in- 
** humane result, but such, my Lords, 
‘*is the law of England.” 

Previously another Lord Chancellor 
who had been assigned to hear divorce 
suits during the Summer term wrote 
a very strong letter to the press on 
the anomalies and hardships of thé 
existing law of divorce. It bears most 
severely, Lord BUCK MASTER reported, 
upon the poor, among whom the im- 
possibility legal freedom 
from a marriage that has become un- 
endurable leads frequently to deser- 
tion. After narrating several of the 
tragic cases that came before him, 
Lord BUCK MASTER said that he agreed 
with those competent authorities who 


of securing 


had described the English divorce laws | 


as ‘‘ immoral and unjust.” He closed 
his letter by asking whether it was 
too much to beg the Government to 
“afford a chance to Parliament to 
cleanse our laws from this disgrace.’’ 

The discussion evoked by Lord 
BUCKMASTER’S appeal was largely 
favorable to his view. But it was 
inevitable that Lord Hycu CECIL 
should emerge from his monkish re- 
tirement to uphold the traditional po- 
sition. He wrote that Lord Buck- 
MASTER did not make it clear whether 
he believed that marriage is a divine 
institution. If he thought it was not, 
why, demanded Lord Huan, “ should 
““he disturb himself whether people 
‘* are married or unmarried? " Going 
on to declare the opinion of the High 
Church Party, Lord HucH Crcin re- 
marked: ‘‘ There is no use quoting 
‘* hard cases. It is the law, and must 
“be submitted to.” He proceeded to 
say that any such reforming Dill as 
Lord BUCK MASTER had favored would 
be ‘‘ most violently resisted. Every- 
‘“‘thing that the Church could do to 
“prevent its passing would most cer- 
** tainly be done.” Much more mod- 
erate views, however, have been ex- 
pressed by other dignitaries of the 
Church, and it is noteworthy that the 
present head of the Salvation Army 
in England has allied himself with 
the movement to amend the law. That 
its present rigid terms often inflict 
acute and prolonged and needless suf- 
fering, especially upon the poor, is 
coming to be generally admitted. The 
needed legal form cannot be long 
delayed.

MORALITY OF THE WAR DEBT 


Realism as a Road to tdealism In 
Dealing With Europe. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I was much interested in Professor 
Seligman’s analysis of Mr. Hoover’s re- 
cent speech, and as an American busi- 
ness man I find myself in entire dis- 
agreement with Professor. Seligman. 
Without going, however, into many of 
the arguments, which no doubt will be 
answered by leading economists, I will 
call attention to one fact: 

Professor Seligman contends that our 
debt is immoral. At the same time, he 
suggests that we keep it on, our books 
and occasionally remind our debtors by 
the way of maintaining good conduct on 
their part. Reminders, I suppose, of re- 
payment. This proposition smacks of in- 
sincerity. This is, however, a side issue. 

Of far more importance is the incon- 
sistency of the agitation going on that 
America should trade this debt for the 
purpose of securing amelioration In Ger- 
man reparations; for the purpose of 
persuading our debtors to better conduct 
in armaments, imperialism and other 
infractions of what America consid- 
ers good international sense—with the 
parallel advocacy by the same men that 
our debt is immoral; that in economic 
theory it physically cannot be paid by 
the debtors; and if it were pald it would 
bring calamity to the United States. 
How our statesmen are éver to secure 
the first line of objectives if they are 
to admit that the chips with which they 
are to trade are no good is what mysti- 
fies most people. The chips are, every 
one of them in fact, good morally and 
economically, and if they are to be tried 
out for the futile proposition of buying 
righteousness in international life, their 
validity at least must first be estab- 
lished, 

In raising his voice against muddled 
public thinking in this matter Mr. 
Hoover has contributed a great service 
to the entire situation. Mr. Hoover is 
a business economist who gauges eco- 
nomic forces upon their relative impor- 
tance in dollars and cents—not upon the 
relative number of theoretical economic 
arguments. What we need is a degres 
of realism in dealing with thess ques- 
tions if we are ever to accomplish 
idealism in dealing with Eufope.

WINS $4,000 PRIZE 


His Study of Mrs. Swinton, 
Wife of British Army Officer, 
Also Earns a Medal.

BOUGHT BY ART INSTITUTE 


Price Paid by Chicago Organization 
Not Revealed, but Believed to 
Be About $30,000. 


A portrait painted in 1906-1907 by 
John Singer Sargent has won a gold 
medal and a $1,000 prize at the thirty- 
fifth annual American exhibition of 
Painting and sculpture at the Chicago 
Art Institute, and the painting has been 
bought by the Chicago Art Institute, ac- 
cording to an announcement made yes- 
terday by M. Knoedler & Co., art deal- 
ers, 556 Fifth Avenue, who sold it. The 
portrait is entitled, ‘‘ Mrs, Swinton,’’ 


and is a study of th f 
army officer. e wife of a British 


When asked what price was paid for 
the picture, M. Knoedler & Co. said they 
were not at liberty to discuss that phase 
of the sale. It has been reported that 
the firm asked $35,000 and that the 
price paid was in the neighborhood of 
$80,000. But the picture has been 
adjudged one of the finest studies by the 
great American portrait painter, and 
Some of the last commissions executed 
by Sargent are said to have been paid 
for at the rate of from $25,000 to $50,000. 

The top price is said to have been of- 
fered to Sargent to paint the portrait of 
John D. Rockefeller in 1917 after Sar- 
gent had practically discontinued por- 
trait painting for several years to de- 
vote most of his time to landscapes. 
When Sargent consented to paint a por- 
trait and turn the proceeds over to the

COB GIMBEL DIES 
OF HEART DISEASE 


Eldest’ of Six Brothers Who 
Control Department Stores 
Succumbs at 72 Years. 


CHAIRMAN OF THE BOARD 


Merchant Was President of Phila- 
delphia Federation of Jewish Char- 
ities, Which He Founded. 


ATLANTIC CITY, Nov. 17,—Jacob 
Gimbel, oldest of the six brothers who 
control the Gimbel Brothers chain of de- 
partment stores, died today at his home 
at 128 South Delancey Place, Atlantic 
City, after an illness of several months. 
Mr, Gimbel was seventy-two years old, 
and resigned the Presidency of the Phil- 
adelphia corporation about two years 
ago because of his health and was made 
Chairman of the board. 

With him when he died were his five 
brothers. Isaac and Lauis Gimbel, heads 
of the New York store, and Daniel, 


Jacob Gimbel. 


Ellis and Charles Gimbel of the Phila- 
delphia and Milwaukee stores. Isaac 
and Louis Gimbel arrived here last 
night when word that their brother’s 
condition was critical reached them. 
Heart disease was the cause of death. 


Jacob Gimbel was born in Vincennes, 
Ind., on Sept. 26, 1850. His early busi- 
ness training was acquired with his 
brothers under the direction of their 
father, Adam Gimbel, an upright and 
able business man, who came to Amer- 
{ca from Bavaria and opened a little

A building fund also was estab- 
lished for the purpose of providing bet- 
ter housing for employes, and pension, 
insurance and vacation systems were 
worked out, all with the iden of bringing 
about a greater loyalty to the organiza- 
tion, realizing the old idea of Adam 
Gimbel and cutting down the labor 
turnover. 

‘* The more I come in contact with our 
faithful co-workers the moro firmly I am 
determined that business shall have a 
soul.’’ said Jacob Gimbel when the 
foundation was started. 

When the $35,000,000 merger of the 
three big stores was completed a year 
ago Jacob Gimbel became Chairman of 
the Board of Directors, which had con- 
trol of the policy and future plans. It 
was not until early in June, however, 
that he relaxed his close attention to 
business details.**Then he announced his 
intention of taking a holiday. 


Gave Largely to Charity. 


Mr. Gimbel was never married. He 
found interest outside of his business in 
charitable work, and for ten years he 
was President of the Federation of 


Jewish Charities, which he founded. He 
contributed largely to charity in ways 
that were never made public, and many 
poor people in Philadelphia, particularly 
of his own race, had reason to remember 
him, In his later years he was a patron 
and contributor to the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra and the Philadelphia Grand 
Opera Company.

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“YORK TIMES, 
QUEBEC LEGISLATURE 
TO JAIL AN EDITO. 
Finds Him Guilty of Libeling 
Members and Rushes Bill 
Fixing Prison Term.

QUEBEC, Noy. 7.—John H. Roberts, 
editor of a weekly paper published in 
Montreal and called The Axe, was today 
found guilty by the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the Province of having infringed 
the privileges, honor and dignity of the 
Legislature inasmuch as in an article 
in his paper he atated that two members 
of the Legisjature were implicated in 
the murder of Blanche Garneau, a young 
Quebec girl, in the City of Quebeo in 
1920. 

Roberts was summoned before the bar 
of the House last week and ordered to 
name the two members he meant. He 
refused to do so and was detained in 
the custody of the Sergeant-at-Arms. 
Today the Assembly declared nim guilty 
and ordered detained until he could be 
punished. 

Premier Taschereau promptly intro- 
duced a bill providing for his imprison- 
ment, The bill had a first reading, and 
was held over until tomorrow for second 
and, possibly, third reading. It will then 
have to be passed by the upper cham- 
ber, the Legislative Council, and sanc- 
tioned by the Lieutenant Governor, when 
it will become law, and Roberts will go 
to cae for the length of time provided 
in the bill. What this is has not been 
disclosed, but it is understood that the 
term to be imposed is twelve months. 

This is the first time in Canadian par- 
liamentary history that such a course 
has been resorted to. Never before has 
a man been sent to jail by act of Legis- 
lature, though there are British parlia- 
mentary precedents. The Assembly 
could have detained Roberts until the 
end of the session without passing a 
law, but this would mean only two 
months or so, and a more stern punish- 
ment was deemed advisable.

FALL NERVED TURKS

Special Cable to Tum New York TIMES, 
LONDON, Nov. 7.—Mr, Lioyd George, 
journeying to Stockport to speak on be- 
half of Sir Hamar Greenwood, late Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, at Newcastle 
made a definite promise to stand be- 
hind the Government in whatever steps 
it thought necessary to safeguard Brit- 
ish interests in the Near East, provided 
the flag would not be let down, and in 
one of his most characteristic passages 
attacked the very basis of Socialism. He 
received a welcome that left no doubt of 
his extraordinary Popularity in the in- 
dustrial districts of Northern England. 
The former Prime Minister began his 
speech by declaring that he had no wish 
to add one grain to the burden of the 
Government, confronted as it was with 
all the difficulties that had resulted 
from the war. He recalled the fact 
that in the six years during which he 
had been Prime Minister France and 
Italy each had eight or nine Govern- 
ment heads and Germany more than he 
could estimate, and he went on to pledge 
himself to place the experience he had 
thus gathered at the service of the State 
as long as his health and strength 
were given him. He could not believe, 
however, that a Government which had 
been ‘‘ born tired’’ was best fitted to 
meet the dangers of the moment. Then 
he repeated his warning against the 
“very resolute, very determined, very 
pertinacious and capable friends of re- 
action’’ who were among the new 
Prime Minister’s supporters, and asked 
the electorate to provide him with a 


L. | bodyguard of National Liberals to enable 


him to resist them. 

Mr. Lioyd George referred to the re- 
cent rehabilitation of British financial 
credit, and passed’ on to consider the 
country’s foreign policy. He laid it 
down that ‘‘ our foreign policy must be 
conciliatory, but it must be firm. You 
don’t get peace unless you are firm. 
Try it on any business. If anybody 
who comes along can stick his finger 
in your eye and you don’t resent it you 
won't benefit yourself. You will be at 
the mercy of everybody. Sut if they 
know you are not a very quarrelsome 
man, that you will stand a good deal— 
but not too much—that you are a man 
who stands for what is fair, for what 
is just, and that you won't stand non- 
sense beyond a certain point, you will 
do very much better.” 


Stands Firm on Reparations. 


Mr. Lloyd George took two {illustra- 
tions of his meaning from matters that 
might come up in the next few days, 
perhaps the next few hours. First he 
spoke of reparations. He stood by his 
declarations at the last election that 


Germany should be made to pay—not 
all, but all she possibly could—and he 
repeated his favorite parallel of the way 
in which-a bankrupt should be handled, 
so as neither to crush him nor to be 
too easy with him. 

“Find out what Germany can pay,” 
he said. ‘‘ But if there is to be a re- 
duction In the amount let there be a 
fair distribution between all creditor 
nations, and do not let it be an expense 
of the British taxpayer,’’ 

He declared that the British taxpayers 
had lost just as heavily as their Allies, 
and he went on: ‘‘ There is a conference 
about to take place within the next few 
weeks. There our representatives will 
be met by some of the most alert and 
some of the ablest men that other lands 
can choose. There will be men who will 
have to be vigilant, with a jealous pub- 
lic opinion watching them, and unless 
our representative stands up for what 
1s fair, fair to Germany, fair to France, 
fair to Italy, fair to Belgium, but also 
fair to Britain, you may depend upon 
it that British interests will suffer, and 
frankly I am glad to see the statement 
that Mr. Bonar Law means to attend 
himself. The Prime Minister actually 
has prestige and authorit which no 
other Minister can possibl command, 
and, quite frankly, if he does not at- 
tend I have not sufficient confidence in 
any of the others of his associates that 
they .would be able to put up the fight 
which is necessary.”’ : 


Says Turks Have Seen Cabinet List. 


Mr. Lloyd George then took up what he 
termed the still more delicate question of 
the Near East. “ It is beginning again,’’ 
he said, ‘‘ to show symptoms of inflam- 
mation, and, therefore, it has to be 


handled very carefully. There are two 
or three things I must say now. _What- 
ever happens, the flag must not be let 
down. [Applause.] Sir Charles Har- 
ington, [cheers] whose skillful and firm 
handling of the situation was one of the 
most notable features of the recent ne- 
gotiations, attributed the success of the 
Mudania conference to two things. The 
first was the admirable behavior of the 
British troops, and the second was the 
firmness shown by the Government in 
the way we sent reinforcements to him 
and showed that Britain was. not to be 
bullied in either East or West, [ap- 
planen] and no one doubts that if we 
ad not done so we should have been 
ower out. The men at Chanak and 
Gallipoli, with graves, would have 
been surrendered. The Straits would 
have been in the hands of those who 
barred them against our ships in 1914. 
Constantinople would have been in the 
hands of those who burned Smyrna, 
and General Maurice said that the fires 
of gg, bb would pale before what would 
have ha yee in Constantinople. The 
war would have spread into Burope, and 
God alone knows where the conflagra- 
tion’ would have stopped. That, I say, 
was prevented by the admirable conduct 
of the British troops, with Sir Charles 
Harington at their head. Yes, but there 
would have been no troops if it had not 
been for the _ firm, prompt - action 
taken by the Government at the time. 
(Cheers, ] 

‘“We ‘stood without France, without 
Italy. We said ‘ We will accept respon- 
sibility.’ We stopped the danger. Now 
the Turk thinks, ‘well, we have got rid 
of that fellow. He has gone, and we 
will just look at the list of new Min- 
isters.’ [Laughter. Although he does 
not look it, the Turk thas both eyes 
open. They look half-closed, but he is 
ust looking under his eyelids, and he 

as come to the conclusion that this 
is the time for another try on. All I 
say is this: If the Government stands 
by the flag my friends and I will be 
wholehearted behind them. Let the 
flag down and my friends and I will be 
against them. [Cheers.] That is my 
point. 


“Only Firmness Can Prevent War.” 


“You don’t gain with Orientals by 
not standing up to them. Did f say 
Orientals? The same thing applies to 


many identals, too, [Laughter. I 
can Ab onc many men who will daxs 


advantage if you don’t stand up to them 
and if you do they are the most decent 
people in the world. [Laughter.] So, 
whether it is east or west, you have got 
to stand firm. Stand fi not be- 
cause it leads to war. Stand firm be- 
cause it is the only guarantee of peace. 
If we are weak there now I would not 
guarantee that war will not begin to 
spread in Eastern and Western race, 
and from there the Balkans may get 
involved, and the war of 1914 began in 
the Balkans. 

‘‘T entreat the Government, now when 
the perll seems to begin again, to show 
the Turk that we will not be trifled with, 
that the document which he gigned a 
few weeks ago at Mudania, he must 
stand by. [Cheers.] And that Britain 
says 80, and that when she says @& 
th she means it. [Cheers.] The 
must wake up now. Sleepers are all 
right on a railway eggs gens , but be- 
lieve me, they are not all right in for- 
eign policy. You cannot have Govern- 
ments who lay down something for the 
Turks or any other nation to sort of run 
their luggage trains along, and I hope 
that firm, prompt, resolute action will 
be taken, and you may depend upon it, 
this trouble will disappear and peace 
will be established in the Near Hast. 


Fears Restoration of Lords. 


Passing to domestic affairs, Lloyd 
George took up the question of the 
House of Lords: He did not like the 
number of peers in the Ministry, he 
said, not because-he disliked the Lords, 


but because. he was very much afraid 
some measure might bq introduced to re- 
establish the supremacy of the House 
of Lords. That would be turning the 
hands of the clock back in these demo- 
cratic days, when they wanted the peo- 
ple to realize that they had the right 
and power to discuss questions among 
themselves and decide them finally by 
their votes. 

This brought Lloyd George to a dis- 
cussion of Premier Bonar Law’s parallel 
between his own position at the present 
moment and Disraeli’s in 1874, when the 
Conservatives won a great victory at 
the polls; Lloyd George denied the 
justice of the parallel, for the present 
Government was advocating a policy of 
“ standstillism,’’ whereas Disraeli in 1874 
was on the eve of proposing such great 
internal reforms as the Public Health 
act and Trade Union act. 

“It is perfectly true,'’ Lloyd George 
said, "that at that time Disraeli was 
pretty well at the end of his physical 
powers and that the last two or three 
years of his administration was really a 
standstill period. It is one of the 
tragedies of history that the man who 
wrote ‘ Sybil,’ the first great public man 
who had an insight into the life of the 
under dog, was too old when he came 
to his kingdom to carry out what he had 
written about twenty or thirty years 
before. But to compare him with the 
present Government is a false analogy 
which breaks down as soon a8 you ex- 
amine it.’’ 


Attacks the Socialists. 


Then the former Premier turned to the 
Socialists and said that they claimed 
practically to abolish private enterprise 
and to substitute national for individual 
property. ‘‘It is a fatal thing,’’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘ to the energy, life and prosper- 
ity of the country. It is no use saying 
this is the thing that you will do in an 
{deal world with ideal beings. You 
must take human nature for what it is— 
a rather fine machine on the whole, it 
responds to great impulses when the 
call comes. Now, in my sixtieth year, 
and having seen a good deal of man- 
kind, a good deal, perhaps, of the tri- 
umphs and much of the disappointments 
of life, I believe in human nature, and 
its impulses and fts Incentives are part 


of the motive power that drives it on to 
better things. Of course every impulse, 
every tendency, every affection, every 
liking and disliking, if it is abused be- 
comes a vice. You may say that an in- 
centive is that which makes you feel you 
would like to have a better, more prof- 
itable or more comfortable life. 

“You may say that in its extreme it 
means greed, avarice, cupidity, which 
leads to oppression and even t) theft. 
That does not mean the impulse is a bad 
one. It simply means that abus« of it is 
bad. The impulse, after all, which 
makes for private enterprise, for indi- 
vidual effort, for accumulation of prop- 
erty, is that which drives men to fru- 
gality, to thrift, to health, to sobriety, 
industry, restraint and carc Why 
should all that be destroyed and some- 
thing substituted for it which ts inade- 
quate to drive the human machine? 


Motives that Drive Men. 

“I will give you a simple illustration. 
Take the man who has saved just a 
little money. He is rather fond of 
| pictures. He cannot buy a very good 
one, but he buys something which 


cathe ttracts him and sticks it in his 
erg Tt is not valuable. It is not 
artistic. If you brought critics to look 
at it it would shock them, outrage them, 
and make them ill. But there it is, 
something that he himself has bought 
of his own earnings. lt took his fancy. 
He likes it. It gives him great joy 
every tifme he comes home tired and he 
just gazes at it and shows it to his 
friends. He sees beauties in it that 
nobody else has ever discovered. One 
day that man hears that an invaluable 
picture has been cut out of its frame 
in the National Gallery, lost, nobody 
knows where it is. Well as a citizen 
he is very sorry. He reads a paragraph 
in a newspaper and he says W hat a 
pity. I hope some day they will get it 
if it is not destroyed,’ and he forgets 
about it.

of sleep, and he wakes up in the morn- 
ing and looks at his own little picture.

| The new trouble in Constantinople 
| arose, it is explained here, through the 
acceptance by Tewfik Pasha, Grand 
Vizier of the Sultan, of the allied invi- 
tation to the Lausanne conference. That 
led to a debate on Oct. 29 in the Na- 
tional Assembly at Angora. On a mo- 
tion to impeach him, the views of the 
|} extremists prevailed, with the result 
| that the issue widened, and on Nov. 1 
| a motion was adopted for the deposition 
of the Sultan. Since then the demands 
of the Kemalists have grown steadily 
more arrogant. They are now demand- 
| ing an increase in customs, bringing the 
| Turkish tariff up to the level of the 
| Angora scale and applying to imports 
into European Turkey the high rate 
before only applied to imports into 
Asiatic Turkey. 
| Their other stipulations are still more 
subversive of the régime which other

The New York Building Trades Coun- 
cil, representing the building trades 
workers of the city, is threatened with 
disruption over the acceptance by the 
Executive Council of that body of the 
agreement proposed by the New York 
Building Trades Employers’ Association; 
which maintains present wage scales but 
permits individual agreements between 
various unions and their’respective con- 
tractors based upon twelve points agreed 
upon by the two associations. 

Officials of the council, it was learned 
| yesterday, have been notified that unless 
acceptance of the plan is repudiated 
more unions will withdraw and join the 
bricklayers, plasterers, painters and 
plumbers now outside the body. One of 
the chief objections to the agreement is 
the provision against strikes in the in- 
dustry. This, it is asserted by some 


union leaders, would forbid walkouts 
against non-union workers and prac- 
tices. 

One of the dissenting unions, the 
Marble Carvers, Cutters and Setters, 
Local 4, contends that the new agree- 
ment would practically establish the 
‘open shop ’’ in the building industry. 

Since the Lockwood legislative investi- 
gation the council has lost its charter 
with the Building Trades Department of 
the American Federation of Labor and 
has had considerable difficulty, failing 
to get an agreement with the building 
employers for this year. 

Should the council collapse, union lead- 
ers said it was likely that re-organiza- 
tion of a new council would be under~ 
taken at once by the American F'edera- 
tion of Labor slong lines laid down by 
the Federation’s building trades depart- 
ment.

This time Tourneville was 
wounded more severely and took refuge 
in an adjoining room, barricading the 
door. The enraged brother-in-law fired 
fifteen shets through the door, further 
wounding the victim. 

When Mme. Tourneville heard of the 
attack, she got a revolver and went in 
search of her brother. She fired three 
shots into his head, killing him instantly.

IN MINE EXPLOSION 


Rescuers Believe They Have 
Recovered All Bodies in Penn- 
sylvania Coal Shaft. 


32 RESCUED WILL RECOVER 


Officials Issue No Statement as to 
the Cause, but Say Recent Ex- 
amination Showed No Gas. 


SPANGLER, Pa., Nov. 7 (Associated 
Press).—The Reilly Coal Company's 
mine, swept by a gas explosion yester- 
day morning, was cleared of its dead 
today. Late this, afternoon rescue 
crews brought out five bodies—believed 
to be the last in the workings. This 
brought the total of known dead to 80. 
Thirty-two miners were rescued. 

Officials of the company declared that 
a re-check of their records made it 
practically certain that 112 men were 
in the mine when the explosion took 
place. The total of listed survivors in- 
cludes six miners who were In the cage 
when the flood of gas and smoke issued 
from the mouth of the shaft. The total 
dead includes the three miners, rescued 
alive, who failed to regain conscious- 
ness. The other rescued men will re- 
cover, 

Further search of the headings was 
made tonight. Mine officials and rescue 
men realized the possibility that one or 
two men might have entered the mine 
yesterday without reporting to their 
boss. All miners listed as missing have 
been accounted for, however. 


Company to Handle Funerals. 


The quiet precision which marked re- 
moval of the corpses to the morgue was 
evident tonight as preparations for the 
funerals got under way. Identified 
bodies were removed from the morgue 
as quickly as they were claimed. Com- 
pany officials notifed widows and 
relatives that they would take charge 
of funeral arrangements if desired. 

A number of bodies will be buried to- 
morrow. Most of the victims were Ro- 
man Catholics and their pastors, who 
figured conspicuously in relief activi- 
ties, arranged to conduct the last rites 
of the church in two smal) cemeteries 
where a number of volunteers are dig- 
ging graves tonight. 

Preliminary to an investigation to de- 
termine if possible the cause of the 
explosion, mine experts spent consider- 
able time in the workings today. They 
confirmed declarations previously made

Department Puts In Busiest Elec- 
tion Night in Years With Bon- 
fires All Over City. 


The firemen of the city put in what 
was declared by many to be the busiest 
election night in years when, starting at 
dusk, call after call came over the city’s 
alarm system for apparatus to extin- 
guish bonfires which in many cases as- 
sumed such proportions as to threaten 
damage to property. The entire city, it 
seemed, particularly the lower east side, 
Hell's Kitchen, and the east side of Har- 
lem, was spotted with these fires, and 
station calls were striking in all fire 
houses within a few minutes of each 
other. 

Up to -9 o'clock last night 150 alarms 
were sent in, the greater part for bon- 
fires. Of these, 100 were sent in between 
7 o'clock and 8:30 last night. One fire 
in front of 86 Willett Street grew so 
large that the heat broke the plate-glass 
window of a store owned by Isidore 
Greenberg at that address. Boys along 
the streets of the lower east side ranged 
about in groups, stealing everything 
portable which could be used for fuel. 

In the Bronx, outside of each fire- 
house was stationed a borrowed motor 
truck in which was kept a length of 
hose. Two Department of Street Clean- 
ing employes were detailed to each truck. 
When bonfires were discovered, police- 
men notified Fire Headquarters, and 
motor trucks were sent to extinguish 
them. Such fires were pientiful. Only 
three or four alarms were sent in dur- 
ing the night as uw result, and these were 
for actual fires in dwellings or business 
places. 

Fifteen boys, who the police declare 
were responsible for the building of 
bonfires in the upper east side, were 
arrested and taken to the East Fifty- 
first Street Station, where their parents 
were forced to appear and take them 
in charge, after being instructed to have 
them in the Children’s Court today. As 
fast as the policemen brought the boys 
in, their places were taken by others, 
and the upper east side was glowing 
with huge bonfires, in some cases two 
and three big fires going in one block. 
Every street east of Third Avenue, al- 
most without exception, had at least 
one big bonfire on it. The police had 
big motor trucks, borrowed for the oc- 
casion, which they used as emergency 
fire apparatus On Forty-sixth Street, 
between Second and Third Avenues, an 
effigy labeled ‘‘ Miller’’ was cast into 
the flames and burned. 


British Liquor Ship Released. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Release of 
the British schooner Buema, seized 
Sept. 14 with liquor aboard outside the 
three-mile limit, was authorized today 
by the Treasury. A review of the facts 
by the State Department is understood 
to have failed to develop any evidence 
that the vessel was using its small

Russian Police Arrest Woman Who 
Told Story of Body in Sack. 


SCOW, Nov. 7 (Associated Press). 
—The™police at Simbirsk who are 1n- 
vestigating.the disappearance three 
weeks ago of Phillip J. Shield, Amert- 
can relief worker, are holding,. in the 
belfef that she is an accessory, a 
woman who told them that late on the 
evening of Oct. 18, she saw two men 
lugging a sack from which two human 
legs protruded. 

This information, along with the an- 
nouncement that the police are no longer 
dragging the Volga in the hope of find- 
ing Shield’s body, was received here by 
Colonel William N. Haskell,/ head of 
the American relief forces, ffom Joseph 
Dalton, his representative at Simbirsk. 

The woman who was arrested lives 
near the place where Shield’s hat was 
found. In her deposition she wrote that 
when she was out walking late in. the 
evening of Oct. 18, she came upon two 
men standing’ near a sack that lay on 


the ground. She overheard one of the 
men say “‘ shall we take it there or to 
the river?’’ and the other man an- 
swered ‘‘Be careful, someone might 
hear you.”’ 

Then, according to the deposition, one 
man attempted to shoulder the sack 
but it broke, and the woman saw the 
two legs protruding. She said she rec- 
ognized the shoes as tan oxfords of 
American make. The men started down 
toward the river and the woman was 
unable to follow, she declared. 


PARIS GAS STRIKE AVERTED. 


Agitation Against Deducting In- 
come Tax From Wages. 


PARIS, Nov. 7 (Associated Press)—A 
threatened strike of gas workers in Paris 
has apparently been averted. All the 


employes of the four affected plants 
reported for work today.

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EIGHT FOREIGNERS HELD 
BY BANDITS IN HONAN 


Five Are Missionaries and They 
Are Permitted to Preach to 


Their Captors. 


PEKING, Nov. 7 (Associated Press). 
—Eight foreigners, five of them mission- 
aries, now are in the hands of bandits 
in the Province of Honan. 

The latest abductions include Madame 
Soderstrom and her daughter, who were 
captured at Shang Tsai Hsien, accord- 
ing to a correspondent writing at Kali- 
feng, under date of Nov. 3. They are 
members of the China Inland Mission. 
From the Augustana Synod, mission- 
aries named Fosberg and Lundeft were 
seized on Oct. 13. 

There are frequent communications 
from the captives. The prisoners write 
that they are well treated and even have 
an opportunity to preach their gospel to 
their captors. 

In this instance, the purpose of the 
bandits is believed to be to enforce de- 
mands upon local authorities, rather 
than to extort ransom. 

General Feng Yu-Hsiang, ‘‘ the Chris- 
tian Governor ’’ of Honan, has been de- 
moted to the lesser post of military in- 
spector of army headquarters at Nan- 
yong, outside of Peking. The Honan 


tuchanate, or military governorship, has 
been abolished.

28, also are holding Madame Soderstrom 
of the Lutheran Mission at Shang Tsai 
Hsien, a French priest and another 
Frenchman, according to advices re- 
ceived early today from Lowang, Pro- 
ivince of Honan. Madame Soderstrom's 
daughter also was captured, but later 
was released. 

The bandit forces operating along the 
Peking-Hankow Railroad are estimated 
at 10,000 strong. Thé¢y have captured 
five stations along the railroad—Siping, 
Suiping, Yencheng, Kuomaio and Mer- 
miao, The marauders have fought sev- 
eral engagements with Government 
forces.
